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Production, Yes-- 
But Type Too! 


i ggros as in the past, much of our improvement in 
type has come about through the conscientious 
work and efforts of breeders who have shown cattle at 
county fairs, local parish shows, State Fairs and at the 
National level. These breeders have focused attention 
on type—they have made dairymen more conscious of 
what to look for in a blue ribbon winner or a show ring 
champion. 

The drama of the tanbark attracts the at- 
tention and interest of cattlemen everywhere. 
At the shows, old friendships are renewed, and new 
acquaintances made, which are held closely together 
by a mutual interest and a common bond of fellowship 
that embraces all persons interested in the advance- 
ment of the breed. Showmen welcome the opportunity 
to talk about their animals and display their accom- 
plishments. Through the efforts of showmen, the 
breed is on display. During the show season, thou- 
sands of people from all walks of life, at least for a 
fleeting moment, come in contact with this important 
phase of the industry. 

Showing is one way to more effective mer- 
chandising. It helps sell cattle it helps sell the 
breed. Through showing, many people, who may 
never find time to visit farms, are at least given an 
opportunity to see what the exhibitors are doing in 
their herds to breed better type cattle. 

Do your part~ join the breeders who annually 
focus attention on their herds and Guernseys 
through showing. It takes time, effort and money to 
hit the tanbark trail, but the reward and satisfaction 
can be worth the extra effort. You'll be doing your 
part to focus the spotlight on Guernseys, and at the 
same time show the results of your breeding program 
and creative efforts. 

Often we hear dairymen say, “I’m not interested 
in showing or type I’m just interested in production.” 
That may be well and good production is a must, 
but type never did a herd any harm, and in most 
cases we find a strong correlation between the 
right type and production. A study of many sales, 
either public or private, will reveal that most often the 
high dollar is paid for those animals that have 
both production and type. Increase production, 
but also pay attention to type as you develop your 
herd. 

Today our breed is more firmly entrenched on a 
firm strong foundation. Its trunk is sturdier, its 
branches better pruned, and its new fruit each year

Born in 1931, he was first used at Hilltop Farm where he left many of the greatest animals 
bred by Mr. Hendee. These included such cows as Hilltop Butterfat Bella, Hilltop Butterfat Lilac 
and Belletta and Ellen. And there he sired Hilltop Butterfat Count, the bull that had so profound 
an effect on the Western Glow herd and, through them, on other herds in the Northwest. 


In June, 1934, he was sold to Vallevue Farm in Morristown, New Jersey. Unfortunately this 
herd fell apart after a short time and this period was largely lost. While there, however, he sired 
Vallevue Butterfat Beauty, the great brood cow at Coldsprings Farm.

per cow with no minimum herd fee

Since 1947, when we had about 27% 
million milk cows as a result of the 
build-up during the “war years,”’ our 
milk cow population has been declin- 
ing. In 1958 it was less than 23 million 
cows in milk—yet our total milk pro- 
juction as a nation stayed around 128 
to 130 billion pounds of milk a year. The 
reason was an increase in milk produc- 
tion of just about 1,000 pounds pet 
in about 10 years. We 
went from a 5000-pound milk cow to 
a 6200-annual-pound milk cow be-

What are the possibilities for further 
improvement? More frequent ob- 
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servations for heat would help to pin- 
point the onset of heat. Inseminators 
could perhaps divide their working 
day into more favorable shifts. Some 
of these possibilities, along with the 
expected conception rates, are sum- 
marized in Table 2.

REEDERS of Guernsey cattle in 
Pennsylvania and several other 
states now have the opportunity 

to follow the breeding program of 
their choice at a nominal fee using 
liquid semen rather than more ex- 
pensive frozen semen. This was made 
possible by combining the results of 
two studies at Penn State's Dairy 
Breeding Research Center: (1) use of 
an improved semen diluting fluid 
milk-glycerol plus antibiotics) which 
maintains satisfactory fertility of semen 
for four days rather than two days as 
with the same diluter without gly- 
cerol, and (2) collection of semen from 
bulls two days instead of one day per 
week without harmful effects. Use of 
outstanding proved sires is stressed, 
since this new program greatly in- 
creases the efhciency of use of sires; 
many more cows can be mated per 
year to top bulls 

That this program works is shown 
by actual field results. For example, 
considerably more Guernsey cows 
were mated to desirable A. I. proved 
sires at the Western Pennsylvania 
Artificial Breeding Cooperative during 
1958 than ever before. A total of 72

True anestrus (failure to show 
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can be described as a deranged hor- 
mone function. However, before treat- 
ment is instituted, we must be sure 
that normal functions are not present 
and that herd owners are not failing to 
recognize them. For example, a group 
of heifers is being kept on a second 
farm, and the only time the owner or 
caretaker is with them is at feeding 
time. The animals, more interested in 
being fed and in eating at this time, 
fail to show heat signs while the owner 
is present, with the result that several 
animals may be reported as not having 
normal estrus periods. Other animals 
fail to exhibit estrus unless they are 
loose and free to move about among 
other cows. Unless such animals are 
turned out of the barn at least once a 
day, preferably twice a day, their estrus 
may well be unobserved. 


Animals to be serviced should be 
carefully observed each day after they 
have been fed and while they are loose 
and free to move about among other 
cows. A. I. technicians are constantly 
confronted with the problem, where 
herd management is careless in heat 
observation, of inseminating cows that 
are not truly in heat. The animals may 
be just starting their heat and are not 
ready to be inseminated, or they may 
not be in heat at all. They may even 
be pregnant to a previous service. The 
frequent question by the farmer of his 
technician, ‘Is she in heat? I thought
